This exemption applies only where less than 500 tons of
material is being mined or less than two acres of land is being
excavated or used as a disposal site for a period of twelve
consecutive months.

The Division hereby recognises the Declaration of
Exemption associated with the Elk Claims 6, 60, 61, 132, 133,
134, 135, 136, 160, 161, 162, and 208.- You must :be aware,
however, that the recognition of this DOE by the Division in no
way limits the responsibility of the U. S. Forest Service in
administering the regulations required under 30 CFR Part 228.
Under the above defined regulations the Forest Service requires
a plan of operations be filed describing the proposed mining or
exploration operation and the posting of a required bond or
surety to cover the reclamation of the planned operations. As
we discussed on July 19, 1985, Walker Gold Mining Company must
file a plan of operations with the Forest Service. As part of
that plan of operation, it is required, in many cases, that a
bond be posted to cover the cost of the reclamation.
